Mad magazine has let people laugh 
at those in high places without damage 
lo those high places themselves, It has 
poked fun at many uspects of the Amer- 
ican scene, and the country is the better 
for its ralllery. We are all apt to take 
ourselves too seriously at times, whether 
wc arc businessmen, newspapermen, law- 
yers, or even Congressmen. It is then 
that we arc fair targets for the satirist, 
if we live in a truly free country with a 
truly free press. 

This magazine has succeeded in tick- 
ling America’s funnybone during this 
Mad decade because Americans are al- 
ways ready to laugh, even when the joke 
is on them.
